I have been sent the following which has some bearing an the article concerning the 
Perrotta ef Bell Broughton that la currently appearing in the Journal. It shows how 
Jealously people guarded their right to coats ef arms. I reproduce it verbatim. 

" This was a cause sf instance, promoted by Thomas Perrot of London,Esq, against 
Robert Perrocke alias perrot of Moreton, Co Hereford{Herbert Perrocke of Grays Inn, 
gent., and Brands Perrocke alias Parrot of All Ballaws, London Wall, Merchant." 

7* h 1639 * The petition alleged the Plaintiff to be son af Thomas Perrot of 

the Brooke, Co Carmarthen, son ef John Perrot, second son af Sir Owen Perrot, and the 
only living issue male then living of the familyef Sir Owen Perrot. The defendants, 
Robert Perrocke, a clerk in the Exchequer, Herbert Perrack his son, a student in Grays 
Inn, and Francis perrock, a merchant af London, assumed the name of perrot and gave 
thecoat ef Sir Owen Parrot and his family without any distinction and pretended to be 
the next issue male af the Blood af Sir Owen Perrot and his family. 

The libel alleged as follows 

1. Sir Owen Perrot af Ear olds ton, Ca Pembroke, knight, had four sons — Robert, 

Thomas, Richard and John. 

2. Robert the eldest son died without issue. 

3. Thomas, the second son, had one son Sir John Perrot, knight, who had four sons — 
Sir Thomas, and Robert (?) legitimate (who had no issue.) and John and Sir 
James illegitimate. 

A. Richard, the third eon ef Sir Owen,had an illegitimate eon Richard, 

5. John, the fourth son ef Sir Owen, had a son Thomas Perrot of Brooke,Co Carmarthen. 

6. The plaintiff is eon af Thomas perrot ef Brooke. 

7* The Plaintiffs arms are - Gules, 3 pears er, and «n a chief argent a demi-lion 
rampant sable, armed and langued of the first and his crest is Oi a wreath 
argent and gules a parrot proper, holding in her foot a pear er, stalked and 
leaved vert, mantled gules, doubled argent. 

0. The Defendants are net ef the family ef Sir Owen Perrot, but they Itave used the 
arms and crest and pretended to be of hid blood.

Dr. Eden for the defendants, Herbert and Francis Perrecke alias Perrot. 

The following witnesses gave evidence on behalf of the Plaintiff - 

1. Thomas Palmer of Llansaduren, Co Carmarthen, gent, aged 72,born there.(He said.) 
John perrot, son ef Sir Owen Perrot, lived at the Brooke in the parish of 
Llansaduren, and had issue Thomas Perrot of the Brooke, father of Plaintiff* 

John Perrot was buried in Llansaduren church. James Perrot died possessed of 
the manor ef Haroldston. Deponent is 1 kindred a farr of to Plaintiff. 

2. Henry Vaughan of Carmarthe, esq, aged 57-(he said) 

Six James Ferret, knight, was the illegitimate son of Sir John Perrot, soil of 
Thomas, second son of Sir Owen Perrot. Deponent had known Plaintiffs father 
for about 40 years and Plaintiff for 37 years. Plaintiff is repute to be'sole 
and next of kindred# ef the masculine line now living descended eut ef the stock 
& family of ye od Owen perrot * 

Deponent is the son of Walter Vaughan ef Golden Grove, Co Carmarthen, Esq. 
a deputy lieutenant ef the county, living for the moat part at Derwith in that 
county, where he has lived for 37 years. Deponent has heard that the manor of 
Haroldston, 00 Pembroke, lately possessed by Sir James Perrott, is now posoesse 
by Herbert Perrott. Plaintiff was placed in the Inns of Court by Sir James^ 
Parrott. Plaintiff was born in Bristol. Deponent is 'of kindred a farr off 
Plainyiff• 

3* Lady Dorothy Mauncell (signs Mansell) of Olber Cover, Co. Carmarthen,Widow, 60. 
Deponent places another Thomas in Plaintiffs pedigree between Sir Owen Perro 
and Join Perrott, Plaintiff's grandfather. Deponent's mother was daughter os 
Jane Perrott,sister of Sir John Perrott of Haroldstone, Knight, deceased. 
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naponent knew Plaintiff when ha was at school In Haverfordwest with her brother, 
p^ponent La daughter of Alban Stepney of prendergast, Go Pembroke, Eaq, Deceased, .1 
Und widow of SLr Francis Mamie ell of Mudleskoone, Baronet. 

4 , James Parrott of Moor ton. Go Hereford, Gant, aged l'J. (fja said.) 

Deponent is son of defendant Robert Perrott, who uses In hta arras three pears, 
a half lion and a parrot* 

5 , John Canon of Blackdon, Co Somerset, gent*, lived there for 20 years;aged 70 
and bom at Haverfordwest in the said county (sic) Plaintiff's father, Thomas 
Parrot of the Brooke, was son of John Parrot, who was fourth son of Sir Owen 
Perrott. Sir Owen Parrot (The difference in *ot* and *ott' is as shown in the 
proceedings and not typing errors*) had four sons — Robert, Thomas, Richard and 
John* Deponent never heard that Robert had any issue. He knew Six John Parrott 
for tan years before his death* He was only son of Thomas, the second son of 
Sir Owen Perrot and Sir John had. issue Sir Thomas Parrot and Villiam Parrot, 
his lawful sons, and John Perrot and Sir James Perrot, his bastard sons* whe 
all died without issue* 

Plaintiff is the only son of Thomas Perrot ef the Brooke, and now the next mal* 
heir of Sir Oven Perrot. Deponent has seen the servants of Sir Thomas Perrot A 
Sir John Perrot wearing a parrot an their sleeves. Deponent has never heard * 
Herbert Perrot, Robert Perrot or Francis Perrot were descended of the family 
Six Owen Perrot. 


Interrogateties on behalf of Defendants Herbert Perrott and Francis Perrett — 

Did not Sir Oven Perrott have an uncle or brother named John Perrott, from whom 
these Defendants are lineally descended.? Are not the helm of the families of 
Lotchett of Bylae, Hopwood of Milton, Herrington ef Oowarne, Monington of 
Samsefield, Scudamore of Treworgan,Co Hereford, the Lord Tenham of Kent,Southcott 
of Essex, Welle ef Hampshire, Caasey ef Gass eye onp ton, Co Gloucester, Wigraore of 
Luc ton, Co Hereford, lineally descended from the said John Perrott. ? 

Was not a daughter of the siad John perrott married to John Sehrond of Sutton, 

Co Hereford, Esq. ? Did not John Perrott marry one of the daughters and heiresses 
of Thomas ap Join, Lord of Winforton, brothers son to Sir Rice ap Thomas of 
Newton, Co Carmarthen, K.C. in the time of Henry VII ?. Have not the arms desrioed 
in the libel been set up in a house in Morton upon Lugg, Co Hereford, ever since 
it was built ? And did not Richard Perrott, grandfather of Defendant Herbert 

Perrott, live there.? „ „ . . 

Is net Defendant Herbert Perrott possessed ef the manor of Harolstonn, Co Pembroke, 
and was it not formerly the manor of James Perrott, knight, son of Sir John 
Perrott,? Did not Richard Perrott ef Moreton upon Lugg marry the daughter of 
Thomas Bromwich, Ssq, son to Richard Bromwich, one of the Esquires of the body 
of prince Arthur*? And are not the families of Croft of Croft, Wigmore o- S;- 
Lord Scudamore of Holralacey, Hud h all of Rudhall ( See Perrotts of Bell Dr' - - • 

Harley ef Brorapton, Co, Herforti, Cornewall Barron of Burford, Nanfan 0 - t.n 
Minors of Triags, Blunt of i£ye, Barrington of Winsley, Baron Bulllngham, fcyri 
of Walford, descended from Ann Bromwich, 3 is tor to the said Thomas,? 

Did not Thomas Perrott (of Broolce,) live as a servant to Dr. Jordan, M.D. of 

Bristol.? oeOOoe 

The report of the case ended here with no details ef the outcome. However ths arms 
Ware allowed for the Herefordshire Perrott/i which tends to nhow that the Defendants 
case waa tru<* su* thmy claimed denesnt via thi/i linft* 

In addition the Northlelgh Perrotts of Oxfordshire also were granted the perrot arras 
which means that Sir Owen Perrott did have other uona than stated in the court case 
«a George is ehown'Of the third brother* (bee Spring/Auturan Journal.) Perrot Notes 
Only shows Oven as having Thomas and Robert, the court case says Robert, T omas, 

Kichard and John. Sir John Parrot had obviously confirmed that George was o tne 
Pembroke family according to the College of Arms, and was of Sir Oven. Jere there 
other brothers.? Again Perrot Notes says Sir Owen had only one brother - Jankyn, 

If ha - Sir Owen-was a 'third brother' then one assumes the'other brother to be J m 
^ this court case. Did Owen have ether brothers as well ?
